Comment t 


a. This report, which covers a relatively old period of 
observation, generally agrees with reports of 1948 as to 
the location and occupation of the YEREVAN airfield.. A 
fighter regiment is assumed to be stationed there , The 
observed fighter type of which only the pointed spinner was 
stated cannot be .identified,, 
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b. From the observed biplane a anil twin-engine air- 
craft from whion -parachuting was practiced it xs 
inferred that a pilot atehool, probably a parachute 
training sohool , was stationed at tile airfieiuo 


c. i'his report subatantiates a previous report 
according to which a parachute regiment was trans- 
ferred from Y-uilmVAH to 1EPAYA-GRGB2KA» * 
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
